EASTERNERS ARK PLEASED, 



Zephyr and Spring Stakes for 1901 is because these 
stakes have not closed in January for some years. 
They generally closed about June 1 with an average 
of about forty -five nominations. 

The bay filly by Domingo— Alcestis. by Hindoo, 
which H. M. Ziegler, of Cincinnati, purchased at 
the Woodward & Shanklin sale for $140, startled 
thoroughbred horsemen at Lexington, Ky., several 
days ago by running an eighth of a mile in 11 sec- 
onds, the fastest eighth ever run over the Lexington 
track by a two-year-old. Among the famous horses 
which worked over the Lexington track at that age 
were Henry of Navarre, Lazzarone, Sallie McClel- 
land, French Park (that was never .beaten), May 
Hempstead and other stars of the running turf. Do- 
mingo is practically unknown as a sire, but was a 
great race horse and won over forty races in the 
colors of millionaire Charles Fleischmann. Consid- 
ering the time of the year and the fact that the 
youngster has just entered training, it is the most 
sensational performance ever credited to a two- 
year-old. The first foal of the season has arrived at 
Castleton Stud in a chestuut filly by Kingston— Cali- 
co, by Hampton — Deity. 

By a transaction completed January 21, Buffalo, 
N. Y. is promised one of the finest race tracks in 
the country. A track of 105 acres of laud lying just 
outside the city limits has been sold through S. S. 
Kingsley to Edwin C. Roth, who represents the 
Buffalo interests in the new track. Work in pre- 
paring and building the track will be begun at 
once and it is expected it will be completed by June 
T* when a twenty-five day meet will begin. George 
V. Hankins and M. L. Denslow represent the Chi- 
cago interests in the project. The price paid for 
the land is said to be $53,775 and $175, (XX) is 'to be 
spent in the improvement. 

Mr. J. X. Camden, who recently went to England 
to replace his dead stallion Esher, has purchased 
two highly bred stallions in England in Mazagon 
and Tarbolton. The first named is a bay, six years 
old, by Martagon — Maize. Martagon is by Bend Or 
—Tiger Lily. Tarbolton is a bay, foaled in 1894, by 
Ayrshire— Radiancy. Ayrshire won the Derby in 
1888, and Bend Or won it in 1880, so that as far as 
breeding is concerned the two horses are well for- 
tified to replace Esher in the affections of Mr. Cam- 
den. They must be good lookers as well, and no 
doubt the Kentuckian has chosen wisely. 

Secretary Russwurm of the New Tennessee Breed- 
ers’ Association will go to New Orleans in a day or 
two. He goes there in the interest of his associa- 
tion, which offers several valuable stakes which 
will be run at the spring meeting at Cumberland 
Park. Nashville will have open dates this year, 
and indications point to the most successful meet- 
ing held there since the days of the old West Side 
track. Mr. Russwurm is a very popular official 
with the horsemen, and he is sure to get a number 
of entries. 

Jockey Mitchell, who two years ago was one of 
the leading jockeys riding at New Orleans and who 
had the best percentage of winning mounts, will 
leave there in a few days for New York, whence he 
will sail shortly for Warsaw to fulfill his contract 
with the stable o f Baron Blook. 

Milt Y’oung, of the McGrathiana Stud, has pur- 
chase<yrom W. L. Oliver, of Lakewood, N. J„ the 
four-year-old bay filly Manga, by Cayuga— Medusa, 
the dam of Lithos, by Robert the Devil ; also the 
chestnut filly Nanine, by Meddler— Petrea. Both of 
these mares are good winners and have a record be- 
hind them. Mauga as a two-year-old won the Pro- 
viso Stakes at Chicago and the Worden House 
Stakes at Saratoga. Thoy will be used for stud 
purposes. The price was private. 

Mynheer, which has won both his starts at New 
Orleans lately, will likely change hands within a 
few days. The horse’s showing in both his races 
was so impressive that several offers have been 
made to his trainer to part with him.

The New Orleans Picayune of January 20, has this 
to say about easterners that are now playing the 
race6 there : 

“The work done by the Crescent City Jockey Club 
in the east last summer has borne good fruit. Their 
representatives induced many New Yorkers to make 
the trip here this winter, and that they have helped 
the game considerably none will be foolish enough 
to deny. The right people were induced to come 
here, and with them came plenty of money. They 
soop made there presence felt, and their liberal 
methods have done more to help the sport than all 
the cheap ‘boosting’ that has been handed out in 
previous seasons by the garbled reports of some 
would-be press agents. 

“Many who came from the east are making their 
first trip, and to say that a big majority of them are 
pleased with the racing here and the way in which 
the sport is conducted would not be stretching a 
point. They have sent back good reports to their 
friends, and the result is that new arrivals are com- 
ing in every day from the east. Several got in last 
night, among them Joe Hayman and L. Frank, 
wfc ile Dave Gideon is due to arrive some time today. 
George E. Smith (Pittsburg Phil) has written that 
he will join the ranks in a few days. 

“William Lakeland, who returned to New York 
Friday, was surprised at the improvement of the 
game here. He had nothing but words of praise for 
the track and its managers, and from the tone of 
his talk it is almost safe to say that next winter 
will find him racing a string of horses at the Fair 
Grounds. If Lakeland does come, it will mean that 
many others will follow, for shrewd owners will 
figure that if the game is good enough for Lakeland 
it will be good enough for them. Among other 
things which Lakeland had to say about the racing 
was: 

“ ‘If those in charge could see their way clear to 
increase the overnight purses a little it would mean 
a tremendous inducement. The stakes are liberal 
enough, but if the purses were just a bit larger it 
would mean that owners would be forced to come 
here with some fair material. The last time I was 
in New Orleans racing was at a low ebb. A change 
in management has brought wonderful results. I 
am at a loss to see why some owners ship across the 
continent from New York to race their stables 
while there is such a flourishing game within 
thirty-six hours of Bennings. The track here is 
tiptop, and, so far as I can see, it is safe enough to 
race any kind of a horse over. In the old days, of 
course, it was bad. So was the racing.’ ”
